There 
are pending questions like Mus­ 
cle Shoals which probably will 
not get much further in the short 
session than they have before. In 
fact the talk of extra sessions as

the longer session. 
Can Clean It Up. 
The president is represented as 


feeling that if proper steps are 
taken much of the work can be 
cleaned up at this session 
and 


then the matter of an extra ses­ 
sion can be decided later by the 
new executive on Its merits. 
Within a few 
days 
congress 


will re-assemble and as usual the 
conversation is that some things 
have no hope of action and others 
may be pushed through. 
The sit­ 
uation, 
however, 
differs

time in that the older heads are 
really figuring it out that what 
they have ahead of them is one 
continuous session and that they 
might as well realize the Import­ 
ance of making a beginning in 
the December session. 
One difficulty is

Mar. 4 the present congress ends 
and all legislation would have to 
be Introduced again and passed 
by the one or the other of the 
houses to achieve a status which 
many bills now have. 
There are 


several

have passed the Otho# house as 
well. 
The pressure will be 
to 


get action on these bills before 
any others though the matter of 
priority of

Pew Filibuster. 
The Republicans have hardly a 


majority In the senate but have 
complete control of the house. It 
is possible for a filibuster in the 
senate to block

Santiago, Chill, Dec. I — (JP)— 


A tentative death list 
from 
the 


severe earthquake 
which 
shook 


southern Chill early this morning 
stood well over IOO tonight with 
communication with large sections 
of the country still lacking. 
The conductor of the first train 


from Talca 
reported 
about 
SO 


dead In that city, which was one 
of the hardest hit. 
Distress was 


increased there by the destruction 
of the hospital by fire. 
Seventeen persons were drowned 


at the Barahona

Teniete mine of the Braden Cop­ 
per company when the shock let 
loose a torrent from the reservoir. 
Five persons lost their lives at 


Sntnta where the railway station 
was wrecksd by the temblor.

them from sleep.

I—(IP)—Smashing West Point’s de­ 
fenses to bits with a rip-roaring, 
bewildering attack that kept up its 
momentum from 
start to 
finish, 
Stanford put the Army football 


j team to rout today and won the 
most spectacular intersectional bat- 
| tie of the year by the lop-sided 
score of 26 to 0. 
While a capacity crowd of 86,000 
looked on in astonishment, the last 
hope and pride of the eastern grid 
Iron was 
smothered, 
completely 
outplayed, outgeneralled and sound­ 
ly trounced by what turned out to 
be a Cardinal cyclone, sweeping 
all before it. 
Led by their stalwart fullback 
and captain, Biff Hoffman, the ro­ 
bust gridiron pupils of Pop Warner 
staged a surprise attack at the 
start, put the army on the defen­ 
sive and then proceeded to admin­ 
ister one crushing blow after an­ 
other as Red Cagle, the Soldier 
ace, fought gallantly but unsuccess­ 
fully in a losing cause. 
Cagle gave the Army its few 
thrills and at times broke, like 
lightning, through the clouds of 
West Point disaster, but the Lou­ 
isiana flash was unable to offset 
the smashing, battering Stanford 
attack which tour times crossed 
the West Point goal and threatened 
id score a half doaen more times. 


Hoffman Outstanding Star. 
It was the case of a great team 
against a gallant band led by the 
east’s outstanding ball carrier arid 
there was no question of the result 
from start to finish. Behind a for­ 
ward wall that packed tremendous 
power, especially in its center trio, 
Stanford’s fleet array of backs, led 
by Hoffman. Lud Frentrup and Bob 
Sims, ran the Army ragged. 
Hoffman, 
a 
triple-threat 
star 
whose performances eclipsed those 
of Cagle, got .the Cardinal trust off 
to a flying start, helped fight off 
the Army’s second period counter 
attack, then returned in the final 
half to share the blaze of closing 
glory with Sims and Frentrup, who 
scored the fourth touchdown on a 
64-yard dash that was the most 
sensational play of the game. 
Stanford Outrushed Army. 
Stanford, beaten out in the race 
for Pacific coast 
honors, 
looked 
like as powerful and effective a 
football machine as any in the 
country today. 
The attack constantly was punch­ 
ing holes through the Army defen­ 
sive big enough for a truck. 
Stanford outrushed the Army by 
the one-sided margin of 372 yards 
to 113. totalling 26 downs to only 
eight for the Cadets. The Cardinal 
aerial attack, engineered by Hoff­ 
man, added 124 yards while the 
tosses of Cagle 
and 
Hutchison 
netted 102.

lege of doing so as long as the 
law permits it. But over and above 
the primal instinct stands fairness 
to the deer and an auset that has 
been given to us to hold in trust, 
to pass on to the next generat’on. 
Need Protection. 
Michigan deer need one or two 
years of protection and then there 
should be killing only every second 
year. 
In the preservation of any 
species of game, especially deer, 
the line which marks the decline 
should bring closed seasons. 
In some place* in 
Menominee 
county deer are holding their own 
but this is due to a concentration 
and fewer number of hunters. 
In 
the upper counties, however, those 
regions where there are still large 
areas of heavy timber and second- 
growth forests and where the army 
of bunters operates deer numbers 
are a long, long way below what 
they used to be.

Your Health

Usually the opening allows ma­ 
terial to pass In and out of the 
appendix, but occasionally some 
hard substance that 
is indigesti­ 
ble becomes bilged In the appen­ 
dix, blocking the exit and injuring 
the tissue. Unless germs are pres­ 
ent, however, appendicitis will not 
develop. 
Tissue Breaks. 
In the presence of bacterial or­ 
ganism s having the power to at­ 
tack hum an tissue, 
the 
tissue 
breaks down, infectious m atter is 


formed and as a result 
of 
the 
presence of this m aterial th e per­ 
son has pain and high fever and 
he may vomit. 
He develops large 
num bers of w hite 
blood 
cells 
which are an attem pt on the part 
of his blood to resist 
infection. 
These are the chief symptoms of 
w hat is called appendicitis. 
In his consideration of this sub­ 
ject In Hygeia, Dr. J. H. J. Upham 
expresses doubt as to w hether or 
not appendicitis is more frequent 
now than it used to be. 
T hirty 
or 35 years ago cases occurred 
but at th a t tim e only the severe 
cases w6re recognized. 
Now, w ith a better knowledge 
of the condition, cases of appen­ 
dicitis are seen in 
their 
early 
stages and many lives are saved 
by prom pt operation for the re­ 
lease of the infection and the pre­ 
vention of secondary peritonitis. 
It is practically impossible « to 


plan life to prevent appendicitis. 
The condition is probably due to 
mechanical conditions associated 
Vlth the structure of the intes­ 
tines of the particular person con­ 
cerned, to accidental blocking of 
the appendix, and to the entrance 
of germ s having sufficient viru­ 
lence to set up infection. 
However, it is quite possible to 
prevent serious disaster from ap­ 
pendicitis by recognizing the con­ 
dition as soon as it occurs and 
taking care of it promptly. 
In 
case a surgical operation is done 
for any other disturbance in the 
abdom inal cavity, the surgeon will 
inspect the appendix and if its con 
dition seems to be at all doubtful, 
will remove It anyway to make 
sure the disturbance will not oc­ 
cur in the future.

“ W hen an industry is down and 
o u t—-depressed— it attra cts 
very 
little attention. 
This b as been 
th e situation of th e bitum inous 
coal industry for several 
years. 
V arious causes have been assig­ 
ned for the hard 
tim es 
in 
this 
business, am ong w hich th e most 
.prominent are, 
over-production, 
too much man-power, 
and price 
cutting. 
All efforts a t stabiliza­ 
tion have failed up to th e present 
time. 
As a result coal securities 
have been a drug on th e m arket, 
new capital has been difficult to 
obtain, and the leading com pan­ 
ies for the m ost p a rt have rep o rt­ 
ed deficits instead of profits. La 
bor 
unrest, strikes, interm itten t 
em ploym ent, and other troubles 
have b e.et th e industry. 
“ Now, however, coal appears to 
be a t the threshold of a new era. 
W here the econom ists have failed 
in solving this problem , the scien­ 
tists now bid fair to succeed. The 
chem ists and engineers have come 
forw ard with 
discoveries 
which 
sooner or later seem likely to put 
this great industry on the road to 
progress and profits. 
Of course, 
like all new inventions, they will 
require tim e to develop and to 
put into practical operation. 
The 
Second National Conference 
on 
Bitum inous Coal 
recently 
held 
under the auspices of the Carne­ 
gie Institute of Technology 
did, 
however, reveal amazing progress 
during Che past year in the devel­ 
opm ent of new uses for coal. 
“ The most hopeful development 
and the 
greatest 
step 
toward 
progress, is the new conception of 
coal brought to the public by the 
chemists. 
In the future we shall 
look upon coal not merely 
as 
a 
bulky fuel to be transported and 
burned as it is, but as a highly 
valuable chemical with alm ost u n ­ 
limited possibilities for breaking 
up into a num ber of valuable pro­ 
ducts which can be utilized, not 
only for fuel, but for 
gas, 
oil, 
fertilizer, alcohol, and m any o th ­ 
er new uses. 
“ The tim e may com e when li­ 
quified coal can be piped to dis­ 
tant cities from th e mines. In the 
sam e way processing of coal will 
produce great qu an tities 
of gas, 
form erly wasted, and this can be 
piped to industries and hom es in

T he farm ers 
will obtain quantities of fertiliz­ 
ers in th e form of am m onia an d

creasing th e production of cotton, 
com , and w inter w heat. 
“ O ur petroleum industry 
will, 
sooner or later, have a great a d d i­ 
tional supply of 
oil 
from 
th e 
chemical trea tm en t of coal. 
Al­ 
ready the G erm ans are m an u fac­ 
tu rin g and distributing light oils 
and gasoline from coal in th e ir 
country. 
T hus far th e 
cost 
of 
production of coal gasoline In th e 
United States has been too high to 
compete with th e n a tu ra l produc 
tlon, but w ith o u r increasing con­ 
sumption this will not always be 
true. 
In th e fu tu re soft coal may 
be one of o u r chief 
sources 
of 
gasoline. 
One of our larg e st pe 
troleum com panies has purchased 
certain p aten ts 
in 
prep aratio n 
for the day w hen it may need g as­ 
oline from th is source. 
Since 
th e re is an abundance of soft coal 
In th is country, enough to last ov­ 
er 7,000 years, the

This 
situation 
has 
caused 
poverty 
and 
distress 
throughout the soft coal regions 
and has been one of th e principal 
causes of the dissatisfaction and 
strikes which have from tim e to 
time paralyzed th e whole indus­ 
try. 
lf, as we 
may 
confidently 
hope, the newer chem istry of coal 
provides 
additional 
industries 
nearer the mines, it 
will 
afford 
employment to a large surplus of 
labor and help to correct one of 
the most 
distressing 
economic 
situations in th e country today. 
It would be a new spirit and a 
new hope to th a t large group of 
our people whose lives and for­ 
tunes are bound up in coal. 
“ Diversification of the industry 
is just as im portant aB diverslfi 
cation of crops, and if the devel­ 
opments which em inent chem ists 
have recently described w ork out 
successfully In practice, as It now 
seems probable they Trill, we shall 
have diversified Industrial In ter­ 
ests in all of th e great soft coal 
regions. 
From th e standpoint of 
continued national prosperity this 
policy is highly im portant. 
“W e hear much 
today about 
hydro-eleetric development. As a 
m atter of fact, however, the total 
potential w ater power 
in 
this 
country is only a fractional part 
of th e en tire pow er th a t can be 


I 
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developed from coal. 
Coal is, and 
always will be, the chief source of 
power. 
F u rth erm o re, It 
Is 
not 
true, as many people believe, that 
w ater-power is cheap. 
H uge ex­ 
penditures are required 
for 
the 
purchase of land and rights, the 
erection of dams, generating sta­ 
tions, and other facilities for hy­ 
dro-electric projects. 
The capital 
outlay is far in excess of th a t for 
steam generating stations. W ith 
th e improvement in th e utilization 
of coal resulting from tn e newer 
chem istry the relative im portance 
of water-power as a source of elec­ 
tric current will tend to diminish. 
W e shall still build large 
hydro­ 
electric plants, but those will be 
supplem entary to, 
rath e r 
than 
substitutes for th e generation of 
electric power th ro u g h coal 
and 
gas. 
“ Three 
distinct 
possibilities 
stand out for th e future. ( I ) An 
increasing tendency for electrical 
power and light plants to merge 
with gas companies. (2 ) In place 
of the many sm all local gas com­ 
panies we shall have consolidated 
plants supplying gas w ithin a r a ­ 
dius 
of 
1000 
miles 
or 
more 
through pipe lines. In so 
far 
as 
possible, these great central plants 
will he located eith er 
near 
the 
m ines or at tid ew ate r w here coal 
is readily accessible. (3 ) Instead 
of selling merely electric c u rren t I ' 
or gas, the utility com pany of the 
fu tu re may sell 
both 
of 
these 
products and also have other Im­ 
p o rtan t hv-products for side lines. 
lf th e engineers and chem ists are 
correct In their calculations 
the 
tim e is coming w hen soft coal will 
b t split up into as m any com m er­ 
cial uses as we now split up crude 
petroleum . . T he prospect of such 
developm ents holds o u t an allur­ 
ing opportunity to th o se who have 
Investm ents in well-located gas or 
electric utilities.

lansing, Mich., Nov. 30—(ZP)— 
Governor Green today referred to 
the attorney general his prosopal 
that the board of regents, the state 
board of agriculture, College of 
Mining and Technology board, an^ 
other state educational institution­ 
al bodies be done away with in 
favor of a central board. 
The legal department will whip 
the plan into shape for presenta­ 
tion to the legislature. 
The governor said the state now 
has an educational system which 
is not functioning properly because 
there ie no correlation between in­ 
stitutions. 
Duplications in courses, 
duplication of equipment and less­ 
ened efficiency result from separ­ 
ate boards for each institution, he 
believed. 
The governor reiterated the opin­ 
ion expressed months ago that the 
boards should be abolished ae sep­ 
arate bodies and in their place 
should be substituted 
a 
central 
commission or board. 
Such action 
would go far toward increasing the 
efficiency of the educational group, 
he thinks. 
To secure such a change a con­ 
stitutional amendment would be 
required as the regents, board of 
agriculture and so forth are con­ 
stitutional bodies. 
The governor 
may ask the legislature to initiate 
the proposed amendment, 
lf ap­ 
proved 
by 
the 
legislature 
the 
amendment ’would be submitted to 
the voters.
